A discussion of the budding field of road ecology: Four million miles of roads in the 
US create major problems for wildlife. At particular threat are forested areas and the 
Arctic. What are the policy and planning solutions in North America and 
internationally that can mitigate the harm to biodiversity?

Using Technology to Model the Future of Changing Landscapes ~ Roughlock Room 


A look at an innovative GIS-based simulation modeling strategy that considers the 
demographic, economic, physical and environmental processes of an area and projects 
the consequences of various land use planning and management decisions. In a process 
known as “alternative futures,” Carl Steinitz, Alexander and Victoria Wiley Professor 
of Landscape Architecture and Planning at the Harvard Graduate School of Design, and 
his colleagues at other institutions have developed scenario-driven simulation models 
of alternative futures for the Arizona/Mexico borderlands, Monroe County, 
Pennsylvania, Oregon’s Willamette River Basin, Alberta’s Southern Rockies, the 
California Mojave Desert and the Iowa Corn Belt. Dr. Steinitz’s part of the presentation 
will use the Upper San Pedro River Basin as a case study and discuss some of the 
difficult issues involved in the design of such studies. Curt Freese, WWFUS, will 
respond in terms of prairie restoration.
